Supplied. 


Grand Rapids, Jan. 11.—It is prob­ 
able that in a very few years Michigan 
will be as liberally gridironed with 
electric railroads as she is wiih steam 
lines now. Already Km miles of rural 
lines have been built or are under con­ 
struction, upward of 4lMJ miles more are 
projeijted and tiearlv as mawy miles are 
under discussion. 


»V.ost of the lines thus far built run 
along the public highways, thus as’oid- 
ing the heavy expense of buying and 
maintaining rights of way, and as they 
ft)llow the natural grade the exuense of 
construction is reduced to a minimum. 
As for equipment, instead of the high- 
priced U)comotives and high-salaried 
engineers and firemen of the railroads, 
comparatively cheap electric motors 
and small-salaried 
motormen answer 
every purpose. The electric power, 
generated at a central station—and in 
many instances by water power—is much 
cheaner than is coal for the ordinary 
locomotive. The speed is not as high 
as is that of steam cars, but the elec* 
trie motors can spurt to a very respect­ 
able gait when the track is clear and 
the grades easy. The electric lines 
yet may solve the problem of clieaper 
transportation for passengers and light 
exI>re^s matter, but when it comes to 
heavy freight they may not compete 
seriously with the old lines for many 
years yet. _________________

These 
competent working women soften the 
water with bran. 
Common bran with 
soap shavings are made up into a bag 
and boiled in the water. Boiling water 
softens fiannel, but there is also a 
cleansing aud softening power in the 
bran. Flannels washed in this water at 
a comfortable temperature to handle will 
be clean and soft aud perfect if properly 
dried and pressed. A writer in the New 
York Times Ftiys iu this connection: 


Flannels should never be sprinkled. 
In this climate tljey seldom are too dry 
to press, but .sumetiiues when the air 
is singularly dry and hot it may be 
found necessary to moisten them before 
pressing, and this can be done by wring* 
ing heavy towels out of the hottest wa­ 
ter possible to beur^ the hands in aud 
wrapping the fianuels in the hot cloths, 
then rolling them suiooth and close and 
laying in a warm place ready for press­ 
ing. If tbe garment should become too 
dMup. tbe process of preising and
